Let us recall the maxim that the
object of all ting is to produce
a state of mind in the adversary, a
state of mind condycive to a discon-
tinuance of the struggle and to sub-
mission and acquiescence to the will
of the victor. Old-time wars aimed
simply at the small antagonist army
and at the antagonist government,
but in these democratic days, the
WILL for peace or war has descend-
ed among the people and diffused
itself among them, and it is the
state of mind of the whole ememy
population that has become the ob-
jective in war. The old idea of an
invading army marching on a capi-
tal gives place, therefore, to a new
conception of an attack through
propoganda, through operations de-
signed to produce acute economic
distreas, and through the air, upon
the enemy population.

I will take the latter branch first.
Few people have any dlear ideas at
present of the possibilities of air war-
fare. The closing years of the great
war gave the world only a very slight
experience of what aerial offensives
can be. Always-air operations were
subsidiary to the vast surface engage-
ments of the European belligerents;
they were scouting, irritating, raiding
operations; there were neither the
funds nor the energy available to work
them out thoroughly.

In these poasible overseas wars we
are considering, the land armics and
the big guns will not be the main fac-
tors, and tha air and sea forces will.
The pow..rs we have considered will
therefore push their air equipment on
a quite different scale; they will be
bound to deliver their chief blows with
it! we may certainly reckon on the
biggest long-range alrplanes posesible,
on the largest bombs and the deadliest
contents ¢of them. :

NEW YORK, Dec. 6—~The first
four men ever sent to prison for
violation. of the Sherman anti-trust
act surrendered vesterday to United
States Marshal Hecht for incarcera-
tion in the Essex county (N. J.) jail.

The four—Frank H. Nobbe, Arthur
Shilstone, Albert BSchalile, and Her-
man Petri—were sentenced last week
by Federal Judge Van Fleet after
they had entered pleas of guilty to
conspiracy to prevent competition in
the tile, grate and mantel branch of
the building industry.

Nobbe, Shilstone and Schalle were
sentenced to four months each and
fined $4,000, while Petri was given
three months and fined $%3,600.
